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PART I. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

1 Office. — As was recoidod m paiagiaph 9 of my last yeai’s Repoil, 
the Supeimtendent. was absent from this Circle foi one month duiing the 
yeai 1916-17, (namely fiom the 5th June to the 4th July) while he ofEciated 
as Diiectoi General of Aichaeology, in the place of Sir John Marshall, then 
on leave Mi. Haranand an Panday, Excavation Assistant to the Directoi 
General, held chaige of the offices of both Siipeiintendent and Assistant 
Superintendent duiing this period, and also of the Officei-m-Oharge, 
Aicbaeological Section, Indian Museum, Calcutta Those three offices 
continued in the chaige of one officer throughout the yeai, until the 21st 
December, 1916, when, by the appointment of Mr. Panday, the office of 
Assistant Supeimtendent was again filled. The only other change dilring 
the year under leviow was the appointment of Muhammad Sliamsul Haq 
in the place of the second clerk m the Assistant Superintendent’s office, 
Muhammad Habibul Haq, who died on August 23 SuOh leave as 
has been taken by the staff thioughout the yeai is shown in tabular form in 
Ap])ondix A , and the expendituie of the year in Apjiendix B. In this place, 
theiefoie. it only lomaius foi me to expiess my appieciaiion of the way in 
which the staffs of l|pth offices have co-operated with their officers thioughout 
the year 

2 Superintendent’s Tour. — As excavations weie 111 pi ogress both at 
Nalanda and at Pataliputra at the beginning of the financial yeai, the months 
of April and May weio divided between Patna and Bargaon, as shown m 
Appendix C, whoic the details of tbo season’s touring are tabulated June 
the Supeimtendent spent m Simla, as Ofticiating Directoi General. In tins 
same month the Officiating Siipeiintendent visited Minsbidabad (between 
the 20th and the 23i(l), and Nanooi m the Biibhum District (between the 
28tli and the 30th), but was othoi wise lesideiit in Bankipore in connexion 
with the duties of the Assistant Supeimtendent and the Patalipntra excava- 
tions July and paii of August were spout by the Supeimtendent at Simla as 
Recess, while the period from August 18tli to Sei tomber 23rd was devoted 
to a toui of inspection in tho Cential Piovmces and Berai Fie returned to 
tbo Assistant Supeimtendent’s office after this and in the mteival between 
September 24th and Novembei 9tb lomainod tboie, paying visits of inspection 
to two or tliieo places in the nei glib oui hood m the meantime On November 
10th ho went to Buidwan in connexion with the conservation of certain 
tombs, and theieafter pioceedcd to Rajshabi foi a visit to the Vatendra 
Research Society Fhom Rajsbahi be wont to Malda, and fiom the 14th to 
the 22nd was occupied with inspection of tho lomains at Gaur and Panduah 
He returned to Bankipoio on the 23id A meeting of the Committee of 
Management of the Indian Museum called him to Calcutta on the 7th 
December, fiom which he pioceeded, on tho 8iJj, into camp at Baigaon in the 
Patna District, where he continued in connexion with the Royal Asiatic 
Society’s excavations thioughout the lemamder of the year, except for one 
visit to Bankipore to confer with His Honoui, the Lieutenant Governoi, and 
one to Calcutta, to meet the Director General of Aieheeology. 
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The Assistant Superintendent’s touiing is repoited sepaiately 

3 Exploration. — The exploratorj’- work of the season has been confined 
to the continuation of the Royal Asiatic Society’s excavations at Nalanda 
As has been noted in previous Reports, the height of the sub-soil watei -level 
at Pataliputra makes an appioach to the oldest remains difficult save in the 
late spring and the hot weather. It had been proposed therefore to excavate 
at Nalanda until about the Ist of April, and thereaftei to resume the Patah- 
putra work But as the undersigned was informed that ho would be invited 
to officiate again this year for the Director Geneial, it appealed undesii able 
to lecommeiice Sir Ratan Tata’s excavations at a date which would not admit 
of any material progress being made, and which would also pi eclude the 
possibility of leporting on them ; as it was essential that the Superintendent’s 
woik in the Eastern Ciicle should be as nearly as possible completed befoie 
he assumed the duties of the higher post. I have, theiofoie, no piogiess to 
report in those important excavations which were earned out at the Bulandi 
Bagh last year, but it is hoped that in the coming season this work, which 
from an archaeological point of view, it is most important to cany fuithei, can 
be appieciably extended and increased 

At Nalanda, on the other hand, considerable progiess has been made 
Most of the problems connected with the main site opened up in the previous 
year have met with their solutions, and it can be demonstrated now that 
upon this one spot four separate and successive monasteries have been elected 
through a senes of oentuiies, each being erected ovei the lums of the 
previous one, and the second in date enveloping the oldest. Two buck 
stiuotuies with the appearance of artificial caves, with aiohed ceilings earned 
out in biick masoniy, aie a notable feature of the site, and also the fact that 
in the oiiginal monasteiy the verandah aiound the cential couit was at one 
time lined with sculptures which, fiom the few fiagments now lecoveied, 
seem to have been of extreme excellence and beauty From vaiious positions 
in these luins quite a large collection of inscribed seals was made, and 
numeioua small statuettes, m both stone and metal Indeed, Our metal 
stands of images are unusually numerous and in unusual pieservation, for the 
most part But until an analysis is made, it is not easy to state whethei they 
are bionze oi copper. It is to be presumed that they are bronze, of couise, as 
also a faiily large metal column, with elaborate capital showing a lion .above 
an elephant All m all, the yield fiom Site No 1 has been very satisfactoiy, 
as will be desciibed in moie datail in the second pait of t-his Repoit 

A beginning was also made at the high mound ]ust west of the founoi 
site, wheie apparently a laige stupa stood in eaily times, which has been 
built over 01 encased repeatedly tdiiough successive ages Excavation heie 
IS a alow and intiicate pioceedmg, but it is lepaid by the exceptional inteiest 
of the site, and by the tact that the inneimost stiuctuie of all (of those dis- 
covoied up to date) is found to liave a well pieseived coating of stucco aitis- 
tically' moulded and smgulaily well pieseived But all of this woik, as well 
as the slight suiface cleaiance caiiiod out at the site of the temple with the 
sculptured fiieze desciibed last yeai, can be discussed to better advantage in 
Part IT 

The balance of tlie Royal Asiatic Society’s gift of £218, namely, Rs 1,049, 
was expended this yeai, togethei with a sum of Rs 4,683, diawn fioin the 
legulai budget of the Supenntendont’s office foi excavation The woik, 
which was lecommenced m eaily Decemhei, continued until the end ol Apiil 
The expendituie duiing Apiil amounted to Rs 1,641 odd , but this is chaigo- 
able to the account for the succeeding year 

In concluding this paragiaph, I desiie toexpiess again the Depaitment’s 
gieat appieciation of the bbeiality of the Royal Asiatic Society In pioposing, 
also, to leave whatevei might be found as a gift to the Province of Bihar and 
Oiissa, they have done a signal seivice to the community. 

Indeed, then example has alieady been followed by the Mahaia]a Sahib 
Bahadui of Hathwa, who has not only consented to the acquisition by Govern- 
ment of ceitain valuable sculptui es found on a mound at Belwa, m the Saian 
District, but has also undei taken, in the most public spiiited way, to dcfiay 
the cost of exploiaticii A sum of Rs 3,000 is to be made available foi this 
work as soon as the Department can arrange to take the Belwa site ip hand 
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The thanks of the Depaitment, and of the public geneially, are due to the 
Maharaja Bahadur foi this liberality 

4 Treasure trove. — (A) Bengal. — Thiee finds of coins were lepoiied 
fiom Bengal dm mg the yeai Of these, one was a find of 67 modem coins 
at Daigapara in the Rajshahi Oistiict, made on the 19th July 1916 At 
Kolebari m the same Distuct another find was made, on November 8th, but 
this also consisted of old Btilish coins and coins stiuck at Muishidabad 
in the name of the Empeior Shah Alam, and weio not lecommended for 
acquisition They totalled 299 specimens in all, and theie was also a silver 
ling of tiifling value associated with them which also was not acquired. 
The third find was one of two punch-maiked coins, lepoited on by the 
Collectoi of Etawah , but up to the present 1 have been given no details of 
the finding.* Their acquisition for the Indian Museum was lecomniended 

Of Treasure not consisting of coins, only one find was repoited dining 
the year fiom Bengal, namely the discovery, while excavating a tank at 
Deoia, police-station Bhanga, in the Fandpui Distuct, of a black stone image 
of Vishnu, feet in height A member of my staff was sent to photograph 
this image, and its acquisition was subsequently effected The figuie, of 
medueval date, is geneially m good condition, although one of its four hands 
IS ‘bioken off. The occuirence of the Avatars on the fiame of the statue 
lends it an added' interest. 

(B) Bihar and Orissa. — On the 28th August the Collectoi of Muzaffai- 
pui reported that two men, while digging in tlieir own old mined house m 
Mahalla Mamk Chow k, m the town of Hajipui, had found 51 silvei coins, 
to winch thiee coppei coins wme subsequently added when the digging 
was extended by the Sub-Inspector of Police These coins were sent to 
Mr R 1). Banerji the Assistant Superintendent, Aichseologioal Suivey, at 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta, who later described them as being in two cases 
coins of Akbar, in one a coin of Jahangir, in 46 coins of Shahjahan, and in 
two cases, coins of Auiangzeb ; the thiee copper coins being illegible All 
the 51 silver coma weie acquiied by Government for the Com Cabinet of the 
new Museum at Bankipoie 

A fuithei find of 76 Late Mughal corns from village Mohjama, Thana 
Paul, m the Muzaftarpur Distuct, was also acquired foi the Bankipoie Museum 
on the lecommendation of Mi Muhammad Hamid, Officiating Assistant 
Supeiintendent at the Calcutta Museum (Archaeological Section) 

In Novembei 1916 Mr R I) Baneiji leported to Government the lesults 
of his exainmation of the great find of punch- inaiked coins fiom Patiaha, 
police-station Dhamdaha, m the Distuct of Pmneah, which had been sent to 
him by the Collector on the 15th May, 1913 Mr. Banerji writes tjiat These 
coins weie imbedded m a mass of conglomeiate, and rhe exti action of each 
Xjjliticulai specimen from the mass without causing damage to itself and to 
its neighbouis was a long and tedious process The extraction of the Coins 
and then cleaning lequiicd about three yeais Two thousand eight hundred 
seventy thiee silver coins of the following different classes have been obtain- 
ed from the mass of conglomerate — 1 Thick square , 2. Thin squaio , 
3 Thick round , 4. Thin lound ” The acquisition of this find was subse- 
quently oidcied, and tho deposit of the coins m the Bankipoie Museum pend- 
ing their final distiibution among tho Cabinets of the count] y Whethci such 
distiibution is really desiiablo, however, is perhaps questionable In view of 
the ihany pioblems still pending m regard to this oaily coinage I for my pai t 
would piofei to see so lomaikable a find kept togeihei, so as to peiimt of 
lepeated study of the collection fiom time to time as oui hoiizons widen In the 
piesent state of knowledge, no single study can even aspiie to realy finality 

On the 19th Fcbiuaiy 1917 the Deputy Commissionei of the Santal 
Parganas lepoited to Government the discovery df 134 old silver corns, said 
to be of Mughal times, which had been found m a metal pot like a lota by 
certain poisons digging m a mango grove m a village called Babhangawa 
wuihm the jurisdiction of the Rajmahal police-station on the date of tho 25th 

® Sometime in June 1916, two brotheib Upendra N'xth Ghosh and Surendra Natli Ghosh of Dhanya- 
rukhi u) Thana Mangalkole in the Katw a Subdmsion, District Burdwan, lound these coin*^ at a depth of 
about 2 feet while dicgirig tlie eaith by the side of the A^jay river This infoimat'on lias been supplied by 
the Government of Bengal with their eodoisement No 971, dated the llth August 1917

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April, 1916 The coins were subsequently sent to the expert for examination, 
but his report has not as yet been received m this office * 

The Deputy Commissioner of Kazan bagh enquiried from the Arch ge- 
ological Supeiintendent on the 29th Maieh 1917 legaidmg the identifi- 
cation of 60 old Sliver coins ni good condition found buried in a field 
in Monza Tankii in the Ohatra Sub-dmsion of that Distiict, and was lefeiied 
to the Niim smatic Expert, whose report is still awaited * Fiom the statement 
submitted by the local Police, the coins would appeal to be late Mughal 

In October 1916 the Commissioner of the Chota Nagpur Division for- 
warded to the Saperintendent a report received from the Deputy Commis- 
sionei of Palamau legaiding a find of 25 pieces of copper implements in 
waste land m village Kami within the .lurisdiction of Thana Mahuadand, on 
the 28th August 1916 These implements, which compnsed six axe-heads 
and 19 bais, weie subsequently acquired foi the Provincial Museum 

In Octobei 1916 the Collector of Saran, in the Tirhut Division, brought 
li to the notice of Government that ceitam statues and other sculptured 
remains wei e lying on a ceitain mound near Belwa m that District, and 
Government called upon the Superintendent foi a lepoit From photogiaphs 
supplied by Babu Pmdi Lai it became appaient that these compnsed one 
large and very choice image of Vishnu, and ceitam portions of a highly 
ornamental door-frame The exploiation of the mound, as well as the acqui- 
sition of these remains, was recommended, and, as has been alieady noted in 
a previous paragiapli, both have been rendered possible by the libeiality of 
the Maharaja Bahadur of Hathwa It is hoped that the exploiation can be 
taken in hand next autumn or cold weathei The sculptural fiagments have 
in the meantime, it la undei stood, been bi ought into Bankipore 

5 Epigraphy. — In paragraph 6 of my last yeai’s Deport, (page 7), men- 
tion was made of foui sets of old coppei -plates forwarded to me by the 
Political Agent in the Oussa Feudatoiy States as having been found among 
the effects of the late Chief of the Baud State (accidentally mispiinted as 
‘‘Bond” in the place quoted) On examination of the impiessions sent him 
fiom my office Mi Kiishna Shastn, the Officiating Government EJpigiaphist, 
found that two of them weie the giants of Ranabhanjadova already published 
by Mr. R D Banerji on pages 321 — 328 of the Epigraphia Indica, volume 
XII , and that “the thud is also a grant of Ranabhanja, whoso piedecessois 
Satrubhanja and Silabhanja aie mentioned in the body of the lecord These 
latter legistei the giant of the village Vahiravada to a ceitam Vijaesuia, in 
tho twenty-second yeai of the victoiious leign of the king The giant was 
incised by the goldsmith Sivanaga, the son of Pandi, who also wrote tho 
second mspiiption of Ranabhanja of his t went j -sixth year, published by 
Ml Banerji The fouith is a new copper-plate of a king named Somesvaia, 
who IS stated to liave been a membei of the solai lace, and of the Chola 
family c The eulogistic passage desciibmg the king connucts him with 
Chandradityadeva (also called Challamaiaja and makes him tho loid of tlie 
whole Kosala countiy Ho made a grant of the village of Vaniyavenna m 
the distiict Chaioda-vishaya to two Biahmanas, m tho yoai, lead tentatively 
as Samvat 50 2 On paleogiaphical giouiids the locoid may be loughly attu- 
buted to the llih centurj' A D Chandiaditya mentioned hoio as tlie second 
ascendant of Somesvara might have been identical with Chandiaditya of the 
solar race mentioned m tlm Epigiaphical Repot t foi the yeai 1909, page 112 ” 
The original plates weie subsequently made ovei to the Piivate Seeietaiyto His 
Honoiii the Lieutenant Goveinoi of Bihai and Oiissa foi deposit pending the 
foimation of the Bankipoie Museum, while tho ostampages weie sent on loan 
to Ml Baneiji, wJio has consented to edit the two unpublished documents 
In Octobei 1916 the Officiating Deputy Comraissionei of Raipur, m tho 
Ceiitial Piovmces, foiwaided to me impiessions of an epigiaph occuiiing on 
a stone slab neai the village of Muimuia m the Dhaintaii Tahsil of tho 
Raipur Distiict The piociso position of the stone is said to be about Ij miles 
east of the village, just at tho souice of tho Jhaijhoon Nalla inside a pool 
into which a stieain falls fiom a slight height. The msciiption itself, which 
IS m good condition, consists of one line, some 2j' long, of six aksharas, on a 
slab long, bioad, and 2' high, and has been read by Mr. Kiishna

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Shastii as “ Adityavaraha ” “ This name ”, he lemarks, “ is quite unknown 

to epigraphical literature It does not occui among the names of kings either 
Northern or Southern , neither do any of the images of Indian iconography 
receive this name ” No date has been assigned 

On the 26th March, 1917, while a load was being dug for the laying of 
water pipes in the town of Damoh, in the Cential Piovinces, a slab 2 ' x 1' 8", 
with a thickness of 5", was discoveied by accident only one foot below the 
SLiiface of the load The Assistant Engmeei in charge sent the slab to 
Eai Bahadur Hira Lai, Officiating Deputy Commissioner of Damoh, who has 
drawn up an account of it foi the Epigiaphia Indica, from which the present 
details are quoted It appeals to be a Hindi inscription of Mahmud Shah II 
of Malwa, dated m the (Vikiama) Samvat 1570, (A D. 1512), and pioclaims 
the lemission of ceitain fees theretofore levied by the Mukta gianiee of the 
town of Damoh I desire to expiess my obligations to the Rai Bahadur foi 
his couitesy m sending me an advance copy of his aiticle, without which the 
discovery could not have been recorded in the piesent pages at this time 

6 List of Ancient Monuments. — The woik of the Temporary Photo- 
graphers in connexion with the revision of the List of Ancient Monuments 
has continued as usual, and a total of some 340 new negatives has been 
prepared, the number being this yeai equally divided between Mr Ganguli 
and Mr Pindi Lai As both of these gentlemen have now become expeiienced 
and proficient in their work, it has been found possible to simplify the 
proceduie, and much tune is now being saved in consequence, without 
appreciable loss in efficiency The aiea coveied in the season undei review 
compiised the Distiicts of Patna and Gaya, both of which have now been 
completed, and also the Distncts of Monghyi and Shababad, wheio the work 
has been commenced only, although Mr. Ganguli leporis tliat but little now 
remains m the formei of these two The chief difficulty felt in connexion 
with the revision is the inability of the Gazetted officers to find time, in the 
midst of their multifarious duties, foi the concentrated and pi oti acted atten- 
tion to this work without which leal progress is rendered the leveisc of easy 
So long as the Supeuntendent was single-handed m foui Provinces, but 
little opportunity indeed was aftorded him for sustained cftbit m this diiection 
But now that Mr Panday has joined his appointment as Assistant Superin- 
tendent, it IS hoped that one or othei of the two officers can devote a month 
or six weeks to systematic work on the revision sometime this autumn 

7 Drawings and Photographs. — The diawings and photographs pre- 
pared foi the Supeimtendent and the Assistant Supeuntendent during the 
year under review aie listed m Appendices E and F, respectively. I would 
note, however, that this list does not include the special ])hotogiaphR taken 
for the levision of the List of Ancient Monuments in Bihai and Oiissa 

8 Superintendents’ programme for 1917-18.— As frequently happens 
m wilting this Report, a consideiahle portion of the ycai has already; elapsed 
before this programme can he flamed. Thus the month of May was ‘devoted 
to the Excavations at Nalanda, and the first two weeks of June weie spent 
in Bankipoie, wheie certain minoi works were necessary in connexion with 
the Pataliputia Excavations, and where aiiangeraents had to be made for 
my officiating term in Simla To the latter place I proceeded on the 13th 
June, to take over chaige of the Director Generalship foi four months with 
effect from the 20th of that month, Mi Ghailes Duroiselle coming fiom Buima 
to officiate in my stead as Superintendent in the Eastern On cle On resuming 
chaige at the end of October I now hope to devote myself actively for some 
SIX weeks or so to the levision of the List of Ancient Monuments and to 
placing various accumulated collections of Antiquities m the new Patna 
Museum. Somewhere about the first of the new yeai I hope to return to 
Nalanda foi the further piosecution of our reseaxoh work there; but, it is 
piesumable that we shall have but a short season theie this year. A certain 
amount of touting in connexion with our conservation work will also be 
inevitable, as occasion arises, but it is not easy at tins time to foiesee m 
detail where this may take me. It is hoped also that the Tata Excavations 
at the Bulandi Bagh can be resumed next year, but the conditions of the 
site make it difficult to undei take this woik until the approach of spring, 
as has been explained before.

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1 Consorvation. — As stated m paragiaph 4 of the Report for 1915-16, 
conservation work in the Eastern Circle has been seriously affected by the 
war During the yeai under leview no new woiks weie undeitaken and 
no Imperial grant-in-aid foi conservation was leceived in any of the four 
provinces comprised in this Ciicle A statement of expendituto on Archseo- 
logical works during the year is given m Appendix D to this repoit 

(A) Bengal. — In the Presidency of Bengal, the Public Works Depart- 
ment' leport a total expenditine of Rs 24,583-7-6 on conservation work 
during 1916-17 (including Ra. 722 spent on the annual repairs to Nizainat 
tombs and Rs 1,020-10 on special lepans to the Guptipara temples contiibuted 
by the owners) which was distiibuted over 8 items of special repairs and 
62 o£ annual repaiis, many o£ the items in both classes including a laige 
number 'of monuments. Among the 8 gioups of monuments where special 
lepairs were undeitaken during the past year, work has been completed at 
four while at the remaining four the repairs are still continuing The former 
class includes — (^) the Temple of Jayadeva at Kenduli m the Birbhum 
district where an amount of Rs 874 Las been spent againet an estimate of 
Rs 941 , (« 2 ) foui temples in Biindaban Chandra Math at Guptipara in the 
Hooghly district where the expenditure amounts to Rs. 1,020-10 contiibuted 
by the owner against an estimate of Rs 1,062 , (ni) the Tomb of Khan Jahan 
All at Masjidkur in the Khulna district, which has cost Rs 3,126 against an 
estimate of Rs 3,758 , and (w) the Chika Mosque at Gain m the Malda district 
on winch only Rs 2,422 have been §pent during 1916-17 out of a sanctioned 
estimate of Rs 4,270 (Rs 1,894 were spent on this woik during the year pro 
ceding) The latter class compiises the following — (i) Fourteen temples at 
or neai Vishnupur in the Bankuia district for which an estimate amounting to 
Rs 1,650 has been sanctioned, out of which Rs 1,444 has been spent dining 
the yeai under report , (n) The Jatar Deul Temple in the Sundeibans m the 
24-Parganas district where Rs. 1,928 has been spent during 1916-17 out of 
a sanctioned estimate of Rs 2,851 , {ni) the Satf?umbaz Mosque and Khan 
Jahan Ah’s tomb at Bagerhat in the Khulna district for which an estimate 
amounting to Rs 14,218 has been sanctioned and the expenditure during the 
past year amounted to Rs 5,403 ; (tv) The Cloisters to the Adina Mosque at 
Pandua in the Malda district where Rs 2,999 is shown to have been expended 
duiing 1916-17 against an estimate of Ra. 7,250 sanctioned by this 
Department. 

The special repaiis which wcio staited m 1911-15 to the Mosque at 
Masjidbaii (Barisal) m the Bakarganj distiict foi which an estimate amount- 
ing to Rs 3,000 has been sanctioned by this Depaitment, had to be post- 
poned foi want of funds I am glad to note, howevei. that while, writing 
this leport I received a communication fiom the Government of Bengal to the 
effect that a sum of Rs 2,250 has been alloted for expenditure during the 
current financial year on this work 

The annual lepairs consisted, as usual, mostly of works of a petty nature 
and the sum of Rs 5,316-13-6 was distiibuted ovei a very large number of 
monuments in the Presidency The only monuments or groups of these 
where the expenditure amounted 1o ovei Rs 200 aie — {t) Heniy Martin’s 
Pagoda at Seiampoie in the Hooghly district (Rs 268) ; (^^) 19 temples at 
Vishnupui in the Bankuia district (Rs 464) , {iti) the Nizainat Tombs at 
Jafargun] in the Muishidabad district (Rs 722 met by ownei), {iv) the 
Hussani Dalan at Dacca (Ra 215-12) , (v) the Satgumbaz Mosque and the 
tomb of Khan Jahan Ah at Bagerhat* m the Khulna district (Rs 264) , and 
(vi) the archaeological buildings at Gaur and Panduali in the Malda district 
(Rs 961) 

(B) Bihar and Orissa.— -The Public Works Department report a total 
expenditure amounting to Rs 15,360-15 during 1916-17 on conseivation work 
m the Piovmco of Bihai and Orissa Of this sum Rs 11,543 were spent on 
the special repairs to the tomb of Bukhtiy.ir Khan at Ohainpur m the Shahabad 
distiict which have been completed at a total expenditure of Rs 13,371 
The balance of Rs. 3,812-15 was distributed over two items of special works and 
56 items of annual repairs, many items m the latter class comprising several 


Special repaiiB to these paonucientB at on caliinatcd ccat of Ea 14,218 aie in pro^^ress 
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monuments The temple of Rohitasva at Rohtas in the Shahabad district 
has been provided with lightning conductors at a cost of Rs. 277 and ceitain 
improvements to the rock sculptures at Patharghata m the Bhagalpui 
district have been effected over which only Rs 71 were expended duiing 
1916-17, the rest of the amount (Rs. 759) having been spent befoie the 
commencement of the year undei report Certain improvements to the 
lock-temple at Colgong in the Bhagalpur district for which an estimate 
amounting to Rs 324 was sanctioned by this Depaitmentm 1915 and over 
which Rs. 160 was expended before the commencement of 1916-17 have 
had to be suspended pending the decision of a dispute laised by the local 
Muhammadans 

The annual repairs weie, as usual, of a petty nature and the expendituie 
did not anvwhere rise above Rs 200 except m the following four cases — 

(e) The foitress at Rohtas in the Shahabad district where a sum pf 
Rs 462 was expended on the clearance of jungle and the execu- 
tion of certain petty repairs , (n) the tombs of Makhdum Shah 
Baulat and Subadar Ibiahim at Manair in the Patna district 
where the reported expenditure of Rs 460 on ordinaiy repaiis 
includes the pay of a chowkidar , (zzz) the Black Pagoda and the 
Temple at Konarak m the Pun district over the annual repaiis 
to which a sum of Rs. 491 has been spent , and {z‘v) the Abu 
Kasir Khan’s mosque at Jaipur in the Cuttack district where a 
staircase of sand-stone masonry was constructed at an expen- 
diture of Rs 271. 

(C) Central Provinces and Berar. — According to the statement received 
from the Public Works Department the total expenditure on conservation m 
the Central Provinces and Berai during 1916-17 amounts to Rs 9,714 as 
compaied with Rs. 10,988-4 during 1915-16 and Rs. 13,461*10-3 during 
1914-15 This was distributed over no less than forty-six items of annual 
lepairs and fouiteen of special works Of the latter class of works nine were 
bi ought to completion duiing the past year, one has been postponed and four 
axe still in progiess 

The turiet of the fort wall at Ballarpur in the Chanda distiict has 
been undeipiniied at an expendituie of Rs 715 of which sum Rs 532 was 
expended befoie the commencement of 1916-17, on the special lepairs to 
the Old Chatri and the Fort at Balapui in the Akola district (the foimer 
of winch has been completed) Rs 406 and Rs 500, respectively, weie spent 
duiing the past yeai , while an expendituie amounting to Rs 210 has biought 
to completion the special lepaiistothe Temple of Anandesvar at Lasur in 
the Amraoti district which weie staited about tliiee years ago At Amner 
m the Aimaoti distiict certain lepaiis to the tomb of Lai Khan weie 
completed at a cost of Rs. 501 and at Dhamfla in the Drug District the 
lepairs to the Old Mahal and gate within the foit rums have cost Rs 152 
At Asiigaih 111 the Nimai dietiict the tomb of Shah Gohar, the Idgah, and 
the Mahadeva Temple inside the foit, underwent special repairs at an expen- 
dituie of Rs 634, Rs 56 and Rs 52, respectively The repairs to the tomb 
of Nadir Shah at Buihanpui foi which an estimate amounting to Rs 4,506 
has been sanctioned by this Depaitment aie m course of execution and 
Rs 1,042 were spent on the woik duiing 1916-17 Dismantling and rebuild- 
ing the Mahadeva Temple at Grandai m the Drug district, and certain 
lepaiis to the Gupta monuments at Eian for which estimates amounting to 
Rs 7,620 and Rs 182, i espectively, have been sanctioned, are reported to 
have been in piogiess when the yeai ended A large number of works foi 
which estimates have already been fiamed and sanctioned are awaiting for 
allotment of funds befoie the lepaiis outlined in these can be executed 

In only four out of the forty-six items of annual repairs the expenditure 
amounted to Rs 200 or more These aie — 

(^) The Marhatta foit at Nagaidhan m the Nagpur district (Rs 200), 
(m) The foit wall at Chanda (Rs 528), (^^^) the foit at Rahatgarh 
(Rs 489), and (zv) the Mahal (or fort) of the old PfVngi lulers at 
Gaihparha (Rs. 225) in the Saugar district, 
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, (D) Assam. — The Public Woika Department have reported an expendi- 

ture amounting to Rs 1 698 during 1916-17 on conservation work in Assam 
which was distributed ovei as many as 15 items, some of which include many 
monuments. This amount is to be compared with Rs 2,196 of 1915-16 
and Rs 3 632 of 1914-15 The annual repairs which absoibed as much as 
Rs 1,416 of the total sum weie mostly of a petty natuie and nowhere 
cost more than Rs 60 except at (i) Sibsagar vvheie a sum of Rs 806 
was expended on the very important gioup of monuments and antiquities , 
and {li) Diinapur over the luins at which place Rs 324 were spent during 
the year under report Only one item of special repairs, i hat to the Sibdole 
Temple at Gauiisagai in the Sibsagai distiict, is repoi ted as having been 
completed during 1916-17, the oxpendituie amounting to Rs 691 in all 
(including Rs 403 which was spent m the previous year). The proposed 
improvements to the Oachan Rums at Khaspur in the Cachar distiict for 
which an estimate amounting to Rs 1,547 was sanctioned by this Depart- 
ment some three years ago has had to be postponed foi want of funds 

2 Assistant Superintendent’s Tour— Under orders of Government 
I took over charge by telegiam on the 21st December, 1916, and con- 
tinued my stay at Sanehi where I was assisting the Director-General 
m woiking up his Annual Repoi ts, and ariived at headquarters only 
on the 24th January 1917. From February 15th to 17ih I made a short toui 
to Chainpur in the Shahabad district in oider to select a site for erecting 
a shed foi the chowkidar who looks aftei the tomb of Bukhtiyar Khan. 
Between February 27th and March 6th I went to Calcutta to coniei 
with the Diiectoi-General and to Bargaon in order to visit the Nalanda 
excavations and to confer with the Superintendent The time between 
Match 17th to Match 30th I spent m inspecting the monuments at 
Vishnupur (Bankura Disfiict) , Bhuvanesvara, Khandagiri and Udayagiri, 
and Pun (Oiissa) , and Rajmahal in the Saptal Parganaa (Bihar) I was 
at headquarteis on the day the year under report came to a close 

3 Assistant Superintendent’^ Programme for 1917-18— In May, 
1917, I visited some monuments m Assam and since my return have 
been engaged m cleaimg certain ai rears of office work which had, naturally 
enough, accumulated during the continued absence of one of the two 
officers m this circle for over three years. My tour piogiamne for 1917-18 
18 not yet settled and the aiiangemont outlined here is liable to alterations 
During the rams I propose to visit some of the monuments in the Oential 
Provinces Duiing October and part of Novemboi I intend to tour in Bihar 
and Oiissa and December I propose to spend m inspecting the monuments 
m Bengal During Januaiy and February I propose to visit some of the 
monuments m Assam and in March I may have to tour in *the Central 
Provinces again

Notes on places visited by the Officiating Superintendent. 

BENGAL. 

MURSHIDABAD DISTRICT. 

Jafarganj— The Diwankhana of Mir Jafar.~ The diwankhana of Mir 
Jafar All Khan is situated in the vicinity of the Nizamat cemeteiy at Jafar- 
gan] and a little over a mile to the north of the palace of the Nawab Bahadui 
of Muishidabad It is a fiagile-looking brick structure consisting of a long 
central hall with a fiontage of tall ciiculai columns, a set of double stoned 
rooms on the two sides, and a comparatively narrower hall behind This 
edifice together with the Mahal Sa ai or haiem to the east of it — is said to 
have been erected sometime about the middle of the 18th century by the 
Nawab All Yardi Khan f 01 his Paymaster General, Mir Jafai, who resided 
here befoie he was elevated to the Masnad, aftei the famous battle of Plassey 
(25th June, 1757) Tradition also has it that the orders foi the murder of 
oera'j-iid-Daulah were issued from this diwankhana and the deed perpetrated 
m a small lOom in the servants’ quarters adjoining the harem The audience 
hall, as also the harem, has all along been in the occupation and use of the 
descendants of Mh Jafai and has been lepaired and lenovated by them at 
various times duiing the period of about a century and a half of its existence 

The last of the, lepairs was effected by the father of Faiz All Khan, the 
present head of the Jafaijang family, who replaced the wooden arcade form- 
ing the frontage of the hall by the circular columns mentioned above and 
glazed the openings between these columns and above the doorways with 
coloured glass. In the earthquake of 1897 the budding suffered terribly — 
the loof of the main hall came down entirely while othei parts of the structuie 
weie also badly damaged After this catastrophe this once beautiful and 
much cared for edifice fell into neglect and was m a most dilapidated condi- 
tion when I visited it m Juno 1916 m compliance with the wishes of the 
Government of Bengal to prepare a conseivation note foi the guidance of the 
Public Works Department At the time of my visit some portions of the 
superstructure weie in imminent danger of collapse and in that way likely to 
cause considerable injury to the parts adjoining , trees had taken loot in the 
floor of the building and on the top of some of the walls , and jungle was 
growing all over There wmie huge ciacks here and there and' the roof 
had fallen in many places The measures which I leoominended and 
which are estimated to cost Rs. 469 are only by way of pielmunary 
lepaiiR to arrest the rapid decay of the fabric which at present threatens 
lu, ar d consist mainly of such items as the eradication of jungle, the removal 
of displaced bits of masonry, the clearance of ddbris from inside the building 
an I picveiiling the collapse of such portions of it as are cracked and leaky 
When these lepana have been executed it will be tune to considei further 
measuies of conservation. 


BIRBHUM DISTRICT. 

Nannur. — Nannm is believed to be the birth place of Ohandidas, a 
Bengali lyric poet of the 14th century whose contribution to the literature of 
Bengal and to the growth of culture in that province is lecognised to be of 
great impoitance Befoie his conversion to the Vaishanava faith, Chanididas 
IS said io have been a devotee of ‘‘ Chandi, Duiga or Safcti” as the goddess is 
variously called, and was attached as a pujart to the temple of “ Basuli,” the 
site of which is now known as Chapdidas’e Mound A few years ago a 
black stone image of a goddess was discovered from tins mound and people at 
once identified it with the image of “ Basuli ” woi shipped by Ohandidas ' The 
goddess is represented seated on a lotus thione with the right leg hanging 
down, and playing upon a musical instiument with two of hei hands 
while jn the extra two she holds a losary of beads and an uncertain

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object very mucli like a bundle of papers or a pile of palm leaves, as if reprin- 
ting a maniisciipt book Near her right foot is shown m the act of worship a 
kneeling male figure holding a gailand in both hands The carving is beauti- 
ful and judging fiom its style appears to be a woik of the Magadha school 
of sctilptuie and to belong to the 8th or 9th century A D But the descrip- 
tion of the image of Basuli (Visalakshi) given in the dhyana of the goddess* 
makes it highly doubtful if the present image could evei have been so called 
originally It is a recognised fact, howevei , that fearing the pollution of 
then sacred idols at the hands of the Moslem conqueiors, the Hindus burned 
them undei ground or deposited them in rivers, and when more peaceful tunes 
weie lestoied these idols \ieie taken out from their concealment and reins- 
talled in places of worship Some confusion, theiefore, m leappiopriating 
these objects of adoration was but inevitable, and wheiever the votaues were 
not possessed of sufficient knowledge to identify the particular image in 
question, it was only natuial that they should be guided by such pi eminent 
chaiacteiistics as differentiated the male fiom the female deities^ and not 
bother themselves with minute details as to theii vaiious limbs, their posture 
or the objects held by them Mi R, D Baneiji suggests that it is quite 
likely that Chandidas himself may have worshipped the piesent image under 
the mistaken name of ‘ Basuli” and I see no leason to differ from him This 
image is now kopt and worshipped in a temple of modern construction which 
seems, howevei, to occupy the site of an older stiucture 

Besides the mound and temple just refeiied to there are a number 
of other temples in their immediate vicinity langmg in date from Ohaijdid^fi’s 
time to the latest stiuctuie in which the imago of ’‘Basuli” is now 
enshiined Except the last named, all the temples aie built in the 
Bengali style, and, though less important architecturMly than on account 
of their association with the famous poet Chandidas, form a very in- 
teresting group of remains well deserving the attention of Goveinment. I 
have recommended that these temples be declaied protected under the 
Ancient Monuments Act and be biought on the books of the PubKo Works 
Department foi repaii and up-keep , for although some of the temples are 
still in leligious use, the local votaiies aie financially unable to maintain the 
monuments m a manner woithy of the impoitance attaching to them When 
the monuments have been declared piotected and agreements with the owners 
concluded, the question of their repaii and of laying out the aiea around 
them will have to be taken up

A’VIRAOTI DISTRICT. ' 

ElliChpur. — I do not altogethei undei stand the slight regard, amounting 
almost to neglect, with which Ellichpui has heietofore been tieated The 
official List of Antiquaiian Remains speaks of it as “a wmll-known capital 
during the middle ages ”, but adds that “ little now lemains of the peiiod 
anterior to 1720 ” excej t the Hauz Katora and the ancient water-channel, 
and, although it mentions a few memorials of the past, mostly of an 18th 
century date, says that none are of any particulai interest from an archaeo- 
logical point of view I am not sure that any of the monuments actually 
specified aie of any paitioular mteiest, but there are others, and inasmuch 
as the oldest mosque in the city goes back to a period two hundre I years 
before the oldest monument in Buihanpur, I cannot see that Ellichpui as a 
whole can be said to have no archaeological imi oitance It is true that neither 
this noi any othei mosque is any prodigy of architecture, nor of any special 
interest fiom the vie w*point of the traveller or sight-seer But buildings 
going back to the fourteenth century have a claim on our attention for their 
very age, and since the history of Ellrchpur is m large measuie the history 
of Beiai, it seems to me desirable that these monuments should be at least 
pieserved Foitunately, although hitheito no official measures of conserva- 
tion have been attempted here, the local Muhammadan authoiities themselves, 
particulaily the present Kliatib Sahib, K B Syed Azmat Hussain, and the 
piesent Quazi Sahib, Syed Hamfuddin, have exhibited a leverence for their 
ancient monuments and a spirit of self-help in then maintenance which aie 
admirable as they are rare. Some of the buildings had at one time reached 
a stage of considerable decay, but these gentlemen have quietly and silently 
done then best to repair the damage as best they could by local subscription, 
and although some of the measures adopted could have been impioved upon 
m some details, still, they have bec-n on the whole well conceived for the 
most part and well cairied out. Where lack of funds prevented their doing 
what they would have liked to do, and have led them to adopt temporary 
irieaauies of a make-shift kind, I am now recommending that Government aid 
be given them to set the mattei right This is particularly applicable m the 
case of the Jami Mas]id 

s^Hdiis Jamj. Mos qu e is said to have been built in the time of Muhammad 
Tughlak, eaTIy m ’"tfe fouiteenth century, according to the chronicles of 
Ellichpur complied, so I understand, by the fathei oC the present KJiatib Sahib 
himself, and largely drawn on by the Gazetteer What the actual authority 
18 foi this piecise date I do not know But it is obvious from the architecture 
of the mosque itself that it is of a great antiquity, and T see no reason why 
the local ascription should not be fairly aocuiate. It is ceitainly one of the 
oldest, if noc indeed the very oldest, mosque m the Central Provinces, and 
this fact alone would appear to constitute a claim on oui attention. It is a 
long, not lofty building, built entirely of stone, with eleven plain (uncusped) 
pointed arches along the front, but the points ot the arches are very slight 
indeed Inside the area is divided by four langes of double atone columns 
which with the back wall divide the floor into four aisles running of course 
north and south, as the mosque natuially faces towaid the east. The 
eleven eastern bays thus formed along the front faqade are covered with 
eleven very low and inconspicuous flat domes rising to a slight point, but the 
othei bays, except those suriounding the central dome, are not so covered 
with external domes, appaiently This is due to the fact that, whereas the 
SIX central columns in each of the four ranges are made tallei than those^ on 
the sides so as to give to the central portion of the mosque a greater height 
and stateliness, and the two columns in the centre of the thud and fourth 
langes are omitted altogether so as lo leave an open cential space before the 
chief mihrab, which space is covered by the large central dome, only this 
elevated cential portion of the whole is roofed m the expected way. The 
much lower chambers at either s-idn have terraced ceilings about half way up 
the walls, and these flat roofs are left open to the sky although the stone 
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walls enclosing them use sufliciently above them foi a second story in 
these aieas The mosque thus appears never to have been completely 
finished, and only the bays along the out ei edge and above the loftiei, 
central poition, have been covered with external domes Doubtless the 
end chambeis would also have been so covered had they leached comple- 
tion As it IS, the faqade of the mosque presents an unbroken skyjine of 
uniform height, and the building seems all of equal elevation throughout, 
whereas, on entenng, it has the appearance of being thiee- fold, the lofty ^ 
and now raised central space, with two much lower chambeis one on either 
side The greatei elevation of the flooi in this central part, 1 was told, is 
due to accident The cential dome collapsed some time ago, and buried the 
original floor throughout this aiea When it was rebuilt, the d 4 biis was level- 
led ovei evenly, and this higher floor level was the result It seems so 
very much in keeping with the whole design, however, that it is in no way 
an inharmonious element When this mam dome came down, it Seems to 
have bi ought with it part of the wall above the arches forming the south 
side of the cential aiea, and this wall has been lebuilt m ordinal y briok-work 
which would be more offensive than it is were it not for the fact that, in 
common with the whole interior, it has been whitewashed so that bne over- 
looks it, at first, completely. The mam dome itself was lebuilt, like two of 
the small ones m the series south of itself, (including one on the front faqade, 
fourth fiom the south-east corner of the mosque), with matting laid over a 
skeleton fianie of wood and covered externally with tiles , and underneath 
the mam dome, so as to conceal this crudity, a wooden ceiling was let in 
which conceals the interior from below. These tiled domes are make-shifts 
of the fiankest kind and I hope that they can be replaced by pioper stone 
domes like the originals, m course of time, for the mosque is well worth 
this much expendituie Jnternally one of the most sti iking featuies of it is 
its extreme plainness and simplicity. The spandrils suirounding the central 
area show simple lotus medallions m relief, but otherwise there is no attempt 
at deoouition anywheie qxcept on the mihiabs themselves, and even these 
are phenomenally seveie Externally the most interesting decoration occurs 
on idle short north wall Heie theie were originally three openings or 
entrances, through arched passages, now closed by lamshackle wooden doors 
The aiches here aie foimed by thiee separate stones, one for each of the two 
sloping sides, and the thud laid above them as a soit of key-stone Theie is 
thus nothing of the true arch about them, although this key-stone is so carved 
as to have the appearance of a point The aiches are all unciisped, but the 
spandnls are decoiated with medallions, and above them aie brackets sup- 
porting flat canopies above which again are niche-like openings extending 
through the whole thickness of the walls, and thus foiinmg tiue windows, 
but windows m the wall of the unroofed chamber described above The 


brackets are foimed of three stones each, corbelled out from the wall one 
above another, the loweimost one being so cut as to look like two pro3ec- 
tions, so that each senes of corbels appears foui fold to the eye The outer 
edge of these biackets is decoiated, but they aie otherwise plain, and the 
whole effect is veiy pleasing. On the whole, the Jami ^asjid is now m 
good condition, thanks to the efforts of the Khatib Sahib and his friends 
There are a few eaves stones missing ovei the fiont of the mosque, and some 
cracks in the outer wall which should be seen to, and a slight amount of 
jungle to be cleared away But the mam work required is obviously the 
restoration of the missing domes, or the leplacmg of the piesent tiled elec- 
tions 111 a suitable material, as will be set forth m my conservation note 
Here I will meiely note that the lestoiations carried out in the time of 
Auiangzeb by Ah Mai dan Khan, to which the Gazetteer refers, are said to 
have been lather in the natuie of supplementary works than actual repairs 
Thus the compound wall, the cential tank for ablutions, the well, and the 
entiance gateway aie ascribed to him None of the=e are of any special 
interest, but the mam mosque itself is of considerable attractiveness, and in 
view of its unusual antiquity, should be declared as Protected, and should 
not be suffered again to fall into such sorry disrepair as it must have ex- 
hibited a few years ago befoie the Khatib Sahib took the work of conserva- 


tion into his own hands, thereby saving the structure for posterity. 




Idgah of Sultan Imad-ul-Mulk — The severely plain but dignified Idgah 
ascribed to !5^ultan,, Imad-ul-Mulk (A D. 1347) is nothing more than.a very 
massive wall with crenellated top and a minar at either end, against which 
on the east face a raised platform has been built This platform is approached 
by a lofty flight of steps, and is coveied over with a sort of pavilion supported 
on arches and surmounted by a modern dome The main wall was originally 
built of stone (I noticed sculptured fragments from some older temple built 
;nto it), but the various parts which have fallen at one time or another have 
been rebuilt largely in brick, except on the back side where stone patch- work 
has been cairied out in very lough and ready style. At the north end of the 
mam wall the width oE the structure contains a veiy precipitous fiight of 
steps giving access to the top, wheie, between the crehellations, runs a 
narrow passage or walk concreted over This is said to leak and need 
le-teiracmg, but no fuither repairs seem needed to this venerable pile Here 
again local effort has pieserved the monument 

Bhcbrhul Darwaza — Accoidmg te the G-azetteer, the gieat stone gateway 
known as the Bhaital Daiwaza dates from the same early peiiod as the Jami 
Mosque and the Idgah, but personally I should prefei to have the date 
veiifled before accepting it It seems to me doubtful if it can be so extremely 
old At all events, it was once of consideiable beauty and impiessiveness, 
but nov^ it is in such shocking rum and so filthy a state altogether that theie 
seems little hope of saving it. The masonry is very badly, even dangerously 
cracked in places ; paits of it have fallen already, and the inteiesting maze 
of chambeis against its inner face are all in utter rum To put the gate as a 
whole m good lepaii would cost a very substantial sum, 1 should suppose, 
and it appears to me that other remains in the Province have prior claims 
upon us The Gazetteer speaks of it as a “ favourite Wd harbour’ ” m the 
hot weather ; it is also from all appearances a favourite resort for other 
pui poses as well 

Tomh of Dulha Shah Ahdur Rahman Ghazi Ghaznavi. — Whatever the 
truth may be about this “ apoohryphal saint, and whethei or not Major W. 
Haig IS right when in the coufse of hie valuable chapter on the history of 
Amiaoti he says (Gazetteer, page 43) that presumably the Muhammadan 
generals slam at the battle of Kherla c 1400 A D furnished him with hie 
local habitation in these paits, it is at least sadly tiue that as the Gazetteer 
remarks elsewhere the place as a whole is veiy disappointing and petty. 
The situation is picturesque, and the old stone wall which skirts the little 
rivei IS of mteiest, but the individual monuments are of no archmological 
value whatsoever, so fai as 1 could see , and their modern whitewash and 
blight colour-wash deprive them of even the look of age I do not recommend 
any conservation heio, even if this IS “the most famous of all the Ellichpur 
antiquities.” 

Daius Shafa hi Masjid — This mosque, ascribed m the Gazetteer fro 
A D 1340, was built, accoidmg to the Khatib Sahib, by Abdul Qadii Khan-i- 
Jahan m A H 863, oi A.D. 1446, a peiiod with seems to me more probable 
Apait from its antiquity the building has no very special inteiest, although 
it appeals to me woith keeping from further luin and decay. It is a stone 
structiue, with five plain (uncusped) arches along its front, the spandrils 
being decoiaied with medallions, and above these, arches are stone brackets 
to suppoit the pi ejecting eaves In between these biackets aie other lotus 
medallions, and above the eaves luns a decorated cresting, now ruined in 
its southern half, so that the whole has a moie decoiated appeal ance than the 
Jami Mosque, although even here the whole effect is one of simplicity and 
good lestramt. At eithei end of the fa 9 ade is a pi ejecting tower-like 
structuie like the lowei part of a minar, but these do not rise above the 
cresting, and were apparently not designed as mmars at all. If they ever 
were so continued, they affoid us an earlier example of the coiner tower than 
those at the Jami Mosque m Burhanpur which Cunningham thought were 
the oldest he had seen But it is doubtful if they weie so raised unless by 
small kiosks or chhatris The floor is divided into ten bays, all crowned by 
domes, but only three of these aie of sufficient height to show from the 
courtyaid Their lowness appears confirmatory of the local tradition as to 
the building’s age As a whole, the building is m fair condition now, but 



tke sout-h. and back walk aie both bulging m places This is especially 
true of the back wall Here there is a projection, containing on its inner 
side the mam mihrab. and this is coming away from the main wall and has 
already lost its top These defects and a few missing caves stones are to be 
made good, if Government approves, and ceitain leakage in the roof will need 
attention These measures, though, need not be further specified at this 
place, but will be discussed m my conservation note. Here such lepairs as 
have been earned out weie apparently due to the public spirit of the Qaz). 
Sahib, who des^ives enoouiagement 

liauz Katom — Whether the quaint structure known as the Hauz Katora 
dates from the same early period or not I have no means of telling with much 
ceitamty I should suppose the sixteenth century was an early date for it. 
As it stands to-day it is a tin ee-stoi eyed octagonal tower in the midst of a 
tank now much decayed and overgrown Of these stoieys the two lower ones 
aie faced with sandstone, the upper one is brick, and the ruin which the 
Gazetteer speaks of is laigely confined to this On the whole the structure 
IS not at all in so ruinous a state as I had expected to find it, .and if the top 
IS rendered water-tight, it will piesumably stand a long time yet Whether 
it 18 sinking gradually I cannot tell, but the watei m the surrounding and 
silted tanfc IS nowalhiidof the way to the top of the lowei arches in the 
monsoon season, which suggests sinkage, certainly. In any case, I do not 
recommend any furthei expenditure upon this towei at piesont than what 
has been indicated The ruin is curious and inteiestmg as a curiosity, but 
beyond this I see little of value in it, although it must have been at one time 
quite picturesque On the sides facing the caidmal points are four series 
of foui brackets each, with medallions in between, and these brackets 
evidently supported balconies, which will have added to the interest and 
atti activeness of the whole But these are altogethei missing now, unfor- 
tunately. 

Dula and Jivanpura Darwazas — Of the monuments erected by the last 
Nawabs of Ellichpur, those namely of the family of Ismail Khan, who luled 
subject to the Nizam of Hyderabad, toward the end of the eighteenth century, 
the gieat stone-faced city gates appear to me by far the most inteiestmg and 
impoitant Only the actual gates and then bastions aie of stone, the remain- 
der of the wall being of buck;, with brick crenellations cairied ovei the gate- 
ways, too Foitunately the Dula and the Jivanpura Daiwazas aie both of 
them in good condition in the mam, and then vaimd and picturesque caived 
ornaments aie nearly as good as when first cut. But theie is a serious crack 
in the wall to the right of the formei gateway as one appioaehe,s from outside, 
and the wall on the other side is leaning badly mwaids If it is in any 
dangei of falling, it might be buttressed perhaps, but this is not appaiently 
called for now. The point of the main central ai ch seems weak and inclined 
to ciack, but otherwise the Dula Daiwaza is seemingly sound enough. In the 
Jivanpura Daiwaza, however, iii the buck-work to eithei side of the entrance 
on the innei side, two substantial trees have lodged, and thieaten to destioy 
the masonry altogethei, m course of tune, if not attended to The trees aie 
shoit, bub then i*oots aie very stocky, and part of the masoniy may have to 
be dismantled to get them out Various othei petty measures will be pointed 
out in my coiisei vation note, but genet ally speaking the gatevvay is in an 
excellent state of pi esei vation now, and should he kept so It was erected 
m A D. 1768, and is an ornament indeed to Ellichpui 

Nizamat Masjtd — The Nizamat Mosque is a little moie than one hundred 
years older than the gates, having been erected, the Khatib Sahib tells me, 
by Shah Beg Khan, in A D 1633 The structuie is a plain stone building, 
with three plain arches on the fiont, two of which have been blocked up to 
half then height to keep cattle out, while a soit of hurdle has been laid 
acioss the central one The various bays have vaulted ceilings, but no domes 
externally, the loof being flat and teriaced Apart fiom the fact that this 
roof is said to leak, the whole is m fiist late condition constructionally, and 
18 evidently well looked after No consei vation seems to me to be called 
for here 

Chhatn near the Daulat Bagh. — Close to the corner of the so-called 
Daulat Bagh, where this approaches neaiest to the Tehsil offices stands a 
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fairly lofty dome suppoited on columns rising from a higb stylobate. This 
IS obviously, on nearei inspection, a tomb, and contains the grave of some 
lady now forgotten, so that I could not asceitain any autbentic name for the 
monument at all The tomb is, bowevei, well built, and all in all a veiy 
graceful and pleasing stiuctuie, and I should be sorry to see it fall into 
neglect or to decay The most interesting featuie of it is the elaborate 
decoration of tbe interior of tbe dome, which is panelled in an unusual way 
m sculptured stone panelling, which is by no means lacking in effectiveness 
As tbe identity of tbe lady who lies buried here cannot be ascertained, the 
date of the monument is also problematic , but the local antboiities are 
agreed that the tomb is older than the period of Ismail Khan Nawab, and 
that it was the soiuce of some of his decorative motifs on the gateways of 
the city and at tbe loyal tombs erected for bis family The tomb, though 
nameless, is m veiy good condition still, and a little ]ungle clearing appears 
to be all it needs as yet But I should be glad to have it brought on to the 
books of the Public Works Department to the end of its periodical inspection 
It would be indeed a pity to have so pleasing a memorial of tbe past dis- 
appear from Ellicbpui, when simple if timely lepaiis will suffice to preserve 
it almost indefinitely 

Neithei the Daulat nor tbe Namdar Bagh seems to me deserving ot any 
attention fiom tire side of Government p -r .11 i 

Tomhs oj- the Last WatwaSs — Tbe tombs of the last ^awabs of Ellicbpur 
are by no means extraordinary buildings dhey be grouped together in one 
walled-m cornei of a laiget graveyard, itself suiiounded by a high wall, at 
some little distance from the town Tbe enclosuie is entered through a lofty 
and very stately stone gate, like those which adoin the city wall, and which 
IS even more extensively than they covered with stone caived ornamental 
panels, sug^^-ested apparently in some measure by the unknown Chhatri which 
has been described above The entrance steps leading to this grand and 
imposing gateway have disappear ed, and a few trifling repairs, to be specified 
in my conseivatiou note, aie reQ[uisite foi the maintenance of certain of the 
tombs But the present lepiesentative of the family, the Nawab Muhammad 
Yunus Khan, has expiessed a desire to defray the cost himself The 
Gazetteei would lead one to suppose that the largest of the tombs is that of 
Ismael Khan, the first and greatest of the line , but this is evidently a mistake, 
since the piesent Nawab, who had the goodness to accompany me on my 
visit to the site informed me that this was tbe tomb of Salabac Khan, while 
that of Ismael Khan is much smallei and less pietentious altogether The 
outer wall of the mam enclosuie, to the left of the entrance and therefore 
wheie It skirts the loyal tombs, is built up in a veiy inteieating and 
picturesque way throughout its length liut the entrance on the east is in no 
sense a “ lofty gate,” and of no interest at all On the whole, the Gazetteer 
seems to me to have overestimated the architectural value of 'these 
monuments remarkably As historical memorials, on the other’ ^ hand, they 
have real claims upon us The “ vei> fine ]ali stone lattice woik ” is, so far 
as I could determine, stucco work in every case 

Lnamhaia — The Imambara built by Ghulam Husain Khan, according 
to the Gazetted, or by Fateh Jang Khan, according to my informants, is a 
large walled compound with a wooden colonnade and various tombs and 
graves of no interest It need never be an ob]ect of conseivation at public 
cost But I wal3 glad to see that ceitarii repairs were being earned out 
privately when I visited the place ^ 

GhowhiMasjid — The Ohowk Mosque, illustiated in the Gazetteei m 
the Plate facing page o90, and there shown to he in a ruinous condition, has 
since then been snbsiaiitially repaired by local subscription, and is 
stiuctuially appaicntly sound enough It requires a little plastering and the 
compound wall is unsightly and insecure, but the stiucture of the mosque 
itself IS evidently safe enough It dates from the 18th century, and is of no 
particular architectnial interest, except for its difference from the other 
mosques in Ellichpur 

Mom Jom Gumbaz — I see no mteiest whatever m this structure, and 
cannot understand wheie the Gazetteer gets the marble columns of which 
it speaks It seems to me that there are several nameless tombs dotted

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round the countiyside neai Ellichpur of largei interest than this, although 
none are fitting objects for public conseivation, so far as I can see 


THE ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY’S EXCAVATIONS AT NALANDA. 

The pieliminaij:^ account of the Nalanda excavations published m my 
Repoit foi last yeai showed that oui first trial tiench had been led diagonally 
fiom south-east to noith- west aci OSS the quadiaugk's numbeied 2 and 1 on 
the plan published by Cunningham in volume I of his Archaeological Suivey 
Reports (facing page 28), and that after uncoveimg the noith-west angle of 
quadrangle No 1, we had focussed our attention upon the southein monasteiy 
numbeied 2 Heie the woik earned out in the season of 1915-16 sufficed to 
give us the mam dimensions of the monastic complex, 203 feet east and west 
and 168 feet north and south, to prove a fiontage towaids the west, with 
certain projections leading to a giand staiicase on this side , and to determine 
the existence of the mam outer wall of this building still pieserved to a 
height of some 24 feet when first disclosed This mam outer wall had at 
that time been examined only in one oi two nariow cuttings, and I stated 
that wheieas it then appealed to indicate a two-storeyed building, the cutting 
on the inside of the quadrangle disclosed leasons foi suspecting that instead 
of one two-storeyed striictuie we weie leally concerned with two separate 
buildings, one built upon the othei The evidences of the two sides ot the 
wall thus seemed to be conflicting, and the real explanation of the pi oblem 
was left for later settlement This yeai, on lesuming work at this quad- 
rangle, my first endeavour was to clear a wider surface of the mam outei wall 
towaids the west, and at the same time to widen the excavation of the innei 
couit-yaid, in its north-west quadiant The formei of these works disclosecl 
nothing new The main wall was found to be genoially well pieserved on its 
outei face thi oughout the northein half of its extent It goes down throughout 
this length to a pavement some 21 feet beneath the highest point of masonry 
now extant, and to a slight de| th beneath this even But apart from the 
noticeable fact that it piesented no openings of any kind except for some 
along its topmost edge, there was nothing lemarkable about it Bui as 
digging proceeded inside the couityaid, several points of mteiest were gradu- 
ally disclosed As was locoided last year, we had met, at no great depth 
beneath the top of the mound, the floor level of what seemed at first the 
second storey of our monastery. This was laid out in the usual way, with 
ranges of cells along the side opening onto a verandah lunning aiound the 
inner couit, and edge I on the couit side by a low “ paiapet ” wall Since our 
cleaiance on the outside of the building showed only one continuous wall 
from top to bottom, it was to have been expected that on clearing the inner 
face oh the same stiuctuie we should find one continuous wall also, with this 
low paiapet as a sort of cresting I noted last year, however, that between 
this paia[)et and the top of the mam wall there appealed to be a stiatum of 
loose eaitli and d5biis, which as such ought to imply a break in the continuity 
of the structure, and to imply that we weie dealing with two buildings of 
divergent age This year it became apparent that theie aie in reality two 
such lines of ddbi is inter veiling between the top of the mam wall and the 
highest paiapet, with a separate and distinct ioundation wall intei mediate 
between the two This suggested that instead of one two-stoieyel building, 
or two single-stoieyed buildings, we really had three smgle-stoieyed monas- 
teries, one above aiiothci, or lather the basements of three monasteries which 
may or may not have been stoieyed oiigmally It was finthei noticeable that 
m making the cutting necessary to clear the innei face of these separate walls 
one above anothei, we had passed thiough three separate pavements in the 
coiirlyaid area 1 accordingly took adjacent cells m the northein range of 
chambers, and by cutting through one half of the floor m each case but to 
progressively increasing depths determined the fact that here also theie 
were three well defined levels of occupation, indicated now by three separate 
floors This made it cleai that the site had been lepearedly built over through 
successive ages, and as a twelfth centuiy date was suggested (not proved) for 
the middle of oui three levels by the occuirence just above it of a gold com of 
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Govinda-Chandra, (c. 1112-1160 A D )* if was evident that both the uppei 
monaiitenes were tor late to be of special interest, and that we mast penetiate 
to the lower levels to leach the goal before ns Even so, T judged it requisite 
to leave these upper structuios as little disturbed as possible, at least foi the 
piesent, and consequently restricted oui deeper digging to the south side of 
the quadiangle, since heie the walls weie moie iiunous than else/i^heie (being 
unpiotected by the abutiment of adjacent stiuctuies), and we could pass 
thiough the later remains with a minimum of cutting All the chambers of 
the lowest monastery weie accoidingly cleared in this southein range They 
were found to be cells of the same general size and chaiactei as those in the 
later structuies up above, and to present nothing calling foi lemaik, except 
at the two angles of the building south-west and south-east 

On dealing the south-west angle, it appeared that lieie we weie not 
conceined with an'ordinary cell, but lather with a passage-way leading down to 
the verandah of the original monastery, with a (now ruined) flight of stairs 
giving access to a higher level, seemingly the level constituted by the top of 
the mam brick wall. This would have confirmed our suspicion of a two- 
storeyed building had it not been foi the fact that wheioas this passage 
naturally occupied the position of the second cell from the west, and the 
stairs that of the first, m the actual angle, this angle had not originally been 
designed as stairs, but did contain aiegular cell of normal type, over and 
acioss which the staiis had been built at evidently a later tune Another 
perplexing feature of the site was that the verandah to which this passage- 
way gave access, seemed necessarily ti have been wholly blind On this 
south-west comer we could not get to the actual verandah itself without 
cutting more of the superjacent pavements than I desiied to cut at this stage, 
but we had by this time cleaied the whole north-west quadrant of the inner 
courtyard and could see that the high brick wall sun ounding it nowhere 
contained any openings at all, but was like the main outer wall, unpieiced 
How then light could have been admitted to the lower veiandah inside this 
massive wall was problematic in the extreme, and one would Jiave thought 
it some soit of basement had it not been for the fact that the walls, where we 
had cleared the passage, weie too carefully constructed foi such a purpose, 
and that they had been neatly plasteied , as was shown by the lomnants of 
the plastering still adhering to the surface here and there These walls had 
clearly been expected to meet the eye But hoW the eye could ever have 
seen them, iil the complete dai kness which the constiuction resulted in, was 
not easy to understand 

On excavating the second chambei fiom the south-east angle, a second 
passage-way was disclosed, coiresponding in all paiticulais to the former one, 
except that m this case the actual angle was left as a cell, without any stairs 
having been led acioss it. But the problem of the imlighted veiand^ih was 
rendeied even moie acute by the discoveiy in this passage of a senes of 
pedestals, and the lemains of ceitain statues, which jnoved that at some time 
the passage, and, (as was discoveied latei) the verandah to winch it led, had 
been lined with rows of laige and m some instances leally splendid sculp- 
tures It seemed out of the question to suppose that this wealth of statuary 
could ever have been delibeiately elected in a position where no light could 
reach it Theretofoie I had been lemmded of ceitam chambei s found m the 
Taxila excavations, entered, and seemingly lighted, only by tiap-doors fiom 
above , and had been tempted to see in oui stiucture some sort of parallel to 
these But it was difficult to imagine that any such contuvance could have 
sufficed to light the sculptuies evidenced for the passage where we were 
At the south-west, where nothing special existed to wax i ant a cutting of the 
^PPCi pavements, I had done what I could to preserve them But here, 
wheie we could see that a whole senes of laige sculptures had once lined the 
walls on the lowest level, there could be no question about the necessity of 
examining the aiea as thoioughly as possible, and T accordingly gave oideis to 
cut thiough the pavements up above At Jffist an attempt was made, even here, 
to see if we could not scoop out the eaith from underneath these later concrete

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floois, hoping that the concrete would be stiong enough to stand, peimittxng us 
to tunnel under it, without actually cutting it away The experiment proved, 
howevei, that nothing of this soit could be done without extreme danger to 
our workmen ; and as we were thus left with a choice between cutting 
thiough the floois and foregoing excavation, I cut the floois, and it is foitu- 
nate I did. 

It was my assistant, Babu Han Das Dutta, who fiist inferred fiom the 
sequence of pedestals along the wall, at the south end of the passage-way, 
that the whole veiandah had once been lined with statues, with an optimism 
too couiageous foi myself at first One laigo image of some Bodhisattva type 
now veiy badly shatteied, and the undamaged lowei half of a still larger 
statue of Tiailokyavi^aya, (identified by Mr R D Banerji), were still in 
position at this southern end , but the hope of finding the entiie veiandah 
lined with such treasures was too dazzling to be grasped On leaching the 
actual verandah, however, the continuity of the pedestals showed that oiigi- 
nally this priceless mass of sculpture had leally existed, but alas ' pessimism 
was justified to this extent, that all these pedestals were emi ty as we found 
them now Babu Han Das, though, had his lewaid on finding, as he turned 
the coiner toward the west, a sort of small niche, built against the back wall 
of the verandah on this south side, and beside it a veiy fine bionze (or 
copper^) pillar, which had seemingly fallen fiom the top of it This pillar is 
unique in my expeiience It stands over foui feet m height The lower 
half is plain, but the upper is fashioned into a soit of capital, showing the 
form of a recumbent elephant suimounted by a maned lion, upon whose head 
rest two horizontal discs capped by a lotus-bud What Hsuan Chuang tells 
us of one of the great monasteries heie at Nalanda having been built by a 
king of “ Gent lal India ” might tempt one to wondei whethei theie is any 
connexion between his account and this lepiesentation of the emblem of the 
Gond kings of the Cential Pi evinces But I feai that the device of a lion 
upon an elephant is too famihai even elsewheie in India to peimit of any 
decision in the mattei, unless the pillar prove to be inscribed As yet, of 
course, it leniains uncleaned, and whethei it is inscribed Oi not, one cannot 
guess It IS now m two pieces, the capital having parted from the shaft, but 
otherwise it is veiy peifectly pieserved ; and if it evei did bear any writing, 
this will doubtless be discovei'ed when the whole is chemically cleaned a 
work not possible of accomplishment at the actual site 

In addition to this inteiesting find, the southern side of the verandah 
yielded also one hand and one foot of s ime neaily life-size coppei (oi bronze) 
statue, piesumably of the Buddha himself, since the fingers show that pecu- 
liar webbing char act eiistic of the Buddha's person But no other fiagments 
of this statue have been found 

Several good seals were also lecoveiedin this general area, but not on the 
lowest level They seem to have been included m the waste material used to 
make one of the rude concrete floors which we were obliged to cut through, 
and some of them are fragmentary These include two or three terracotta 
plaques some inches in diameter, which must have been very fine originally 
One shows a partial device iii which a very well modelled bull figures, with 
accessories Underneath has evidently been a long and valuable legend m 
several lines, but this is largely gone now Another, smaller plaque, whose 
device is obscure but which may have been a Gaiuda with Vishnu, has 
contained at least nine lines of writing, perhaps ten , but the right hand 
half of the plaque is missing, and the puipoit of Uio whole has not yet been 
made out It is particularly unfoitunate that tins plaque is incomplete not 
only because of the gieatei age of its writing, (possibly sixth or even fifth 
century A D , whereas most of the others aie of a later age), but also 
because from the lettering which is preserved it appears that the inscription 
included some sort of loyal genealogy The titles Srt-Maliaia’a and 
Maha) ajadhtt aja-Sri. — occur repeatedly and twice can be made 

out , but in some cases the entire name is gone, and in others only a few 
ahshams remain In the sixth line, “ — JiarajasihJara — ” appears clearly 
legible, but the aksham following the 'td is not clear to my eye. Howevei, 
despite its fragmentary condition, most of what is pieserved will doubtless 
prove legible ultimately 



Another fiagmentary plaque of smaller size was found, (m the noith- 
west quadrant of the couityard), wheie again a royal genealogy has been 
broken off, portions of six lines of wutmg, no one of them complete, being now 
visible Here again the titles Mahaiajadht'taja-Sn — and Mahadevl~8n — 
are disceinable, but the names are gone, except at the veiy end, where 
fortunately MaharajadJitidja-Su-Pdrsahi^ still visible But I have not yet 
been able to trace this royal name 

Speaking of msciibed material of this class, I may mention that the 
season’s yield of seals has been fanly good As might have been expected, 
the commonest of our types is the seal of the Sn-Ndlandd-Mahamhdihj- 
Arya-Bhikshu-Sanyhasya oi ‘ Venerable Community of Monks m the Gieat 
Vihara of Srl-Halanda ” Of these we have ovei twenty examples, in prac- 
tically pristine condition In shape they aie ciiculai, (diameter Xj-"), and 
the device, which occuis m the upper held, above a line of dotted ornament* 
consists of the Wheel of the Law flanked by two gazelles, recumbent, with 
heads upiaised, looking toward the Wheel This is the most inteiesting 
feature of these seals, because it shows that the Venerable Community of 
Monks at Sri-Nalanda copied on then seal the insignia of the monasteiy at 
Sarnath At Sarnath, the site of the famous “ Deer-Paik ” where Gautama 
began his ministry, or first tinned the gieat Wheel of the Law, m Buddhist 
phrase, this device is appiopriate and intelligible enough Why Nalanda 
should have copied it, however, is not yet known to me At all events, 
some connection between the two would seem to be clearly indicated , but 
a nearer definition of that connection is not possible foi me 

I do not piopose to give any exhaustive list of the seals in this prelimi- 
nary Report, but one more may be mentioned hurriedly This is a veiy 
fine example of an official seal of the Gupta peiioi It, too, is circular, 
Ij" m diameter, and shows the Gupta device of Lakshim with the celestial 
elephants. The Jegend is* beautifully clear, and leads apparently Nagaia- 
hhuktau Kumdr-Amaty-Adhikaranasya On the analogy of the Basarh seals 
this should mean “ (seal) of the office of the Crown Pimce’s Minister at 
Nagara-Bhukti but “ Nagara-Bliukti ” is to me an unknown place-name. 
In the sharpness of its impression and the perfection of its preservation, this 
seal is inferior to none that I have ever seen I would ascribe it to the fifth 
or sixth century A D 

Returning now to the problem of oui dark verandah with its rows of 
statues ; it should be noted that as we came into it fiom the south-east, and 
turned the coiner towards the west, we found the south wall of the same 
careful construction as the inner walls at the opposite corner, described 
above The opposite wall, howevei, namely the w^all edging and enclosing 
the verandah on its north side, was of altogether difleient construction, and 
was very rough In this position we had expected of course to fi.nd the 
inside of^ what appealed from the courtyaid to be the mam wall" Fiom 
the courtyard this wall was seen to be beautifully built, and the innei face 
of the wall was expected to present, when viewed from the verandah inside, 
an equally well-finished surface The roughness of the wall actually met 
with in the verandah suggested that it was not the same wall as that seen 
from the courtyard, and the fact that this rough surface did not go, in depth, 
to so great a level as the smooth face on the couit side, seemed to confirm 
the doubt of the identity of the two Indeed, Babu Haii Das obseived that 
the pavement of the lowermost veiandah actually ran underneath the align- 
ment of this lough wall All this seemed to demonstiate that the rough 
wall on the north edge of oui lowest veiandah inside was not the main wall, 
and we accordingly felt in underneath it, expecting to meet the smooth inner 
face of the main wall some wheie behind the alignment of the rough one 
Instead of this we came upon a low but definite “paiapet” skating the 
courtyard on the level of the loweimost veiandah in the same way as the 
parapet up above skated tho couityaid of the latest or top-most monastery 
It also became appaient that the lough W'^all which had been baffling us 
theretofore had no noimal footing It had been seen to stop soimi two or 
three feet above the invement of the verandah This was found to be tine, 
however, of only its directly vertical face on the southern side In actuality 
it did go down to a lowei depth, but obliquely instead of veitically, below the 
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point mentioned The unusual configuration was moreover observed to 
correspond with the stiatificatioii of the ddbris burying the verandah ^ that 
IS to say, the mass of fallen brickbats which had poured in a shower from the 
ruined supeistiuctui e of the cells around this veiandah, foiming a steeply 
sloping scarp burying the low parapet, ovei which the rough wall had then 
been built As this gave the clue to the pioblein, a bold cutting through the 
rough walling was made, which set completely fiee the south'-east corner of 
the oiigmal parapet and gave us the solution of oni problem 

This low ])aiapet was found to be studded at inteivals with large flat 
stones, which weie Recognizable as the supports of pillars, now no longer 
tiaceable From this it was cleai that oiigmally, when the oldest monastery 
was built, the veiandah on its inner side had been enclosed meiely with an 
open colonnade The statuary indicated by the now empty pedestals and 
our few sculptuial fiagments had been placed in this colonnade, and was 
thus lighted in a peifectly simple and noimal way The time came, however, 
when this oiiginal monasteiy fell into disiepaii, and when the monks resi- 
dent 111 It lemoved to some other site, taking their sculptuies with them 
Piesumably the abandoned site was then left alone for some long period. 
Duiing this mteival, the supeistructure gradually fell down, and the scaip 
of d4bris formed, covering the parapet, and buiymg the whole verandah to a 
considerable depth It was only at a latei date that a return was made to 
this same site, and a new monasteiy, represented now by what has hitherto 
been desciibed as oiu “ mam wall,” was erected over the rum of the oldei 
one Thus the “ mam wall ” was not really original at all, but secondary 
In building it, moreovei, the d4biis of the original building seems to have 
been as little disturbed as could be contrived Some excavation was evidently 
unavoidable in the couityard, to give access to a firm foundation for the new 
and necessaiily lofty walls , but these weie thus fiiinly based only on the 
courtyard side, which side, as being visible to the eye, was carefully cons- 
tructed The inner face was not to be visible, and it was therefoie left 
rough, and, as a measuie of rathei slovenly economy, it was built up against 
the slope of debris, instead of being squaied m the usual way after this 
d^biis had been excavated Thus the darkness resulting m the lowest 
verandah was immaterial, since m the case of the new building, the ground 
level was not the oiiginal one, but on the level of the top of what had seemed 
the mam wall to us, this being m leality only a plinth foi the new monasteiy, 
made lofty by the necessity of the case As the floor level of this second 
monasteiy, enclosing the ddbiis of the first and original one, was the third of 
oui floois seen fiom the surface of the present mound, it is evident that this 
pi ocess of^ rebuilding was earned out thiough successive ages When the 
second stiuctuie, with the mam wall of which we have just now dealt, fell 
into rum m its tuin, the site was abandoned foi the second time Then, 
after an mteival, the monks again letuined, and the same process of building 
ovei the rums was earned out, foi the constiuction of the thud monastery to 
stand upon tins spot This is the stiuctuie giving us what seeitis the second 
of our pavements when digging fiom the top to-day This m i^s turn under- 
went the same senes of piocesses, until, at some appaiently mediaeval date, 
the lemains of all thiee mined buildings weie built ovei foi the last time, 
and thei 6 arose on this spot that monasteiy the cells of which meet us now 
just below the giass, on the highest level of occupation which this site has 
known 

Whether the lo-weimost of the foni monasteiies heie desciibed was 
indeed the leal oiiginal, oi whethei theie he lemains of yet an oldei one 
beneath it, cannot now be deteimmed So far, evidence has been found for 
only the foui sepaiate and successive structuies which I have described 
But these ai e enough and moie than enough to piove the continued, although 
not exactly continuous, occupation of the site thiough many centuries 

One mtoiesting featuie of the second stiuctuie lemams to be mentioned, , 
namely, a cuuous sort of house built out into the courtyard fiom the north 
side of the high plinth, and piesumably balanced by a con esponding house 
pi ejecting noith fiom the south side m the aiea not yet opened up This 
house IS built of buck, like everything else at this site, and is lemaikable 
chiefly as containing two chambers which from their construction seem to have 
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been imitationb of the lock-cut caves for which this piovmce is famous* 
As these caves are cut with cuiving ceilings, their imitation heie has neces- 
sitated the covering of these chambers with a vaulted roof, which constitute 
not actually the first but among the fiist examples yet found in India of a true 
arch constructed on the arch principle, piioi to Muhammadan influence No 
exact date can as yet be assigned to this building, but that it is pre-Muham- 
madan, seems ceitain, and this invests the arch with real importance The 
bricks seem to have been specially made for the purpose They aie not very 
laige for ancient bucks, and not squared m the usual way, but laid as 
stretchers with the sides a little slanted , but there seems to be no real key- 
stone in our modern sense 

Of these two vaulted chambers, the one to the east was first met with 
in our digging, and was found to have lost the fiont oi southern third of its 
ceiling at some unknown point of time m the past, and a considerable cavity 
had formed in the north half of what remains The second chamber was at 
first inferred only, because the entrance to it, from the small verandah or 
platform led along in front of the two “ cayes ” on their south side, had 
been bricked up in antiquity, and only the irregular coursing of this filling 
remained to indicate the existence of a chamber in this part Excavation 
disclosed that such a chambei had existed here, however but a large part of 
its roof had fallen This may or may not account for the closing and bucking 
up of the loom. At least no othei reason for this proceeding was disclosed, 
for the hopes which were at first entertained that the “ cave ” would disclose 
deposits of some kind were disappointed. Neither “cave” contained any 
minor finds of any kind 

The verandah m front of them, however, yielded several sculptural 
fragments of some inteiest, including one very good plaque of the Eight 
Chief Incidents in the Buddhas life, of which the Mahapariniivana alone is 
missing This plaque seems to have been placed originally in a niche in the 
wall between the doors of the two “ caves,” and was found lying on the 
platform in a shattered condition The pieces were collected with care, 
and the^ whole can now be patched together with some success What it is 
made of cannot be said It may be some sort of paste, as Sir John Marshall 
suggests, or it may be some specially fine and delicate stone At all events, 
the execution is noticeable for delicacy, and the piece will be prized in the 
Bankipore Museum, despite its shattered condition 

Another sculptural fragment found on this verandah shows the lower part 
of some central seated figure, with many smaller figures on thrones around 
it The piece is incomplete and no interpretation can as yet be attempted ' 
but the workmanship is something out oi the ordinary, and even partial 
as it IS, it constitutes a find of interest In general atmosphere, it seems 
to me to show some northern influence, leninding one of work from Nepal or 
Tibet, but it would not be permissible to assign it with any defimteU’ess on 
this basis alone But it seems to be almost certainly a product of some lale 
school of Buddhism 

Near these artificial ‘caves” in that quadrant of the courtyard which 
has now been cleared, e . the north-western), a veiy large and well- 
constructed ancient well has come to light, with a circular buck collar resting 
upon and overhanging a square buck basement As this well is of unusual 
size, and as it lies m the most southerly of all the monasteries, I was at first 
inclined to trace a connexion between it and what the Chinese Pilgrim tells 
of the miraculous well inside the south gate of the main wmll — according to the 
published translations of the Chinese text On comparing the original, however, 
I came to the conclusion that this i^ranslation was open to doubt, and that in 
reality the wall refer led to in this passage was not the mam enclosing wall of 
the entire piecmct, but rather the wall of the Tara temple on the north On 
referring the point to my colleague. Ml Taw Som Ko, my inter pi etaiion was 
I am glad to say confirmed This removes any possibility of our present well 
being the one mentioned by Plsuan Ohuang, but at the same time it corrects 
a misapprehension in regard to the main wall which is of moment to the 
explorer here As the text has been transated by Beal (and in this respect 
Watters’ comment does not help), the whole of the sacred precinct had been 
enclosed by a single wall, whose one and only entrance had seemed from this 



translation to Have been located on the south. It is useful to the excavator 
to have this error coriected, for in reality the passage from which this idea 
is diawn says nothing about the mam wall at all, and the position of the 
single entrance is thus left wholly unindicated Indeed the whole question 
of this mam wall lequiies rather careful leconsideration, to my mind, but a 
pieliminary repoit is not a suitable place for the discussion of such themes. 

As regards oui Site No 1. therefore, (Cunningham’s Quadrangle No. 2), the 
year’s woik has cleaied up many pioblems of no little antiquarian interest, and 
has restoied to us a consideiable part of some impoitant ancienD monuments 
whose complete clearance is only a question of time and funds It has also 
yielded a consideiable numbei of small antiquities, especially ancient seals and. 
single statuettes, of interest and beauty, and may be looked upon as having 
amply borne out the piomise of the previous year The people of Bihar have 
eveiy leason to be grateful to the Royal Asiatic Society for having made 
possible the undertaking of this work 

Site No. 3. 

In addition to the digging cairied out at the monastic site No 1, pielimi- 
nary woik was done also at the Vihaia site opposite to this monastery, at 
what for oui pm poses will be denominated Site No 3, the high mound 
maiked A on Cunningham’s old plan The woik has not yet advanced far 
enough for a detailed loport to be desiiable, but enongh has been done to 
enable me to state that at least three stiuctmos have occupied the site, but 
m a different way and on a diffeient principle altogethei from the successive 
erections at Site No 1 The mound which stands at this spot, a little south- 
west of the monasteiy, is one of the extended chain of mounds lying in line 
noith and south on tlie west of the little plateau foimed by the buiied quad- 
rangles of the ‘ university ” Most of these so-called Vihaia mounds are very 
lofty So, too, was the mound numbered A by Cunningham, and, moreover, it 
was found that it was almost solid line k work The «oil covering it was, in its 
upper poitions particularly, found to bo very scanty indeed, and clearance 
with kurpis hud baie a solid mass of brick using to a great height above the 
fields This was sub-divided internally into what might be described as a 
senes of small squaie oi lectangulai cells As the walls aie all rough, 
howevei, and no floois have yet been found, it appears to me more likely that 
we aie loally dealing with a stupa of which these walls are meiely intended 
to distiibute the pressiiie of the core, as the ladiating walls did in certain of 
the stupas 1 have opened elsewhere This outei mass of brick-work had 
fortunately, fallen into decay m some few places, and here it became apparent, 
as the woik advanced, that it had been built over a second structure, whose 
terraces and steps could be clearly traced in ceitain paits As this second 
structufe was in tuin set fioe, where this could be done with a minim um of 
distuibaiice to the outer one, it too was found to be in the natuie of an 
accietion, foi it too had l)een erected ovoi the standing iiims of a yet older 
building to which access was gained through certain gaps Of this inner- 
most structure only small parts have as yet been cleared, but it is already 
evident that it was covered with stucco and was adorned with a series 
of rather fine stucco figures, several of which we have now cleared, and found 
to be in excellent condition even now'-, despite the fact that at least twice the 
whole has been rebudt in later times In the case of the monasteiy, rebuild- 
ing took place only when the previous monument was completely ruined 
Hei 6 they do not seem to have waited for this but to have enlarged the 
original stupa at &uccessi\e inteivals by completely enveloping it in new 
masonry The principle is a lamiliai one in the case of stupas, but nowhere 
have I seen it better exemplified than here We have as it weie successive 
integuments of masonry, with the oldest monument still fairly intact within 
them all and w'ell preserved Obviously, the opening out of such a site will 
be of very real interest But it must be done slowly and painstakingly, if 
the outer envelopes aie not to be unduly saciificed m the process 

So far only the north side of this mound, with about half of its east face, 
have been cleared On ihe former side, standing in its original detached 
chapel, (of wdiich the foundations only aie preserved), my Overseer, Babu 
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B L Grhose, had the fortune to find a large standing figure of a Bodhisattva 
still in situ. This is of black stone, of more than life-size, and save for a 
fracture to the nose and injury to one hand, is perfectly intact, with an 
inscription on the back, of early mediaeval date Othei wise, however, site 
No 3 yielded this year very little in the way of sculptiiie, and is of importance 
chiefly foi lU stiuctural inteiest and for the valuable stucco decoration on its 
innermost coie. Though whether this third and now inneimost core will not 
by and by be found to be itself secondary cannot be determined yet There 
may be still an older core inside of this. 

Site No. 2. 

Site No 2 is the temple plinth uncovered Jast season, where the frieze of 
sculptured stone panels was disclosed The present year has added nothing 
new to the story of this site, except that the ba^k or west side has been now set 
free and the photographic record of the frieze has been completed with exacti- 
tude Certain clearance was attempted in the central portion of this plinth, 
that IS to say, in what must have been the inside of the temple, but beyond 
disclosing an extraordinary mass of fallen stones, and a solid basement of 
stone construction, nothing of interest has yet been found Complete clearance 
will doubtless be necessary as the work proceeds, but it is not yet suggested by 
the site itself that much in the way of small antiquities will be disclosed 

Before closing the present report it is perhaps desirable to state that all 
possible piecautions have been taken, on the advice of the Department of 
Public Woiks, and with its assistance, to safeguard the rums now disclosed 
against damage from this season’s monsoon As the buildings aie as yet in all 
oases only very partially cleared, no final piogramme of conseivafion is yet 
possible. This will be undertaken as soon as the progress of the woik admits, 
but for the piesent season such measures as are practicable have been taken 
to pi event the collection of water m the excavated areas or the fall of walls 
This has involved filling in certain of the diggings, notablj/ Biose paits of 
site No 3 where the stucco ornament was disclosed, but as drainage m this 
case was quite impossible, such filling could not be avoided The measure 
is purely temporary, of course Ultimately, when the excavations have 
advanced sufficiently, a systematic diamage of the aiea can be effected and 
thorough-going conservation can then be taken m hand 

The expenditure mcuired this year is given mparagiaph 3, of Part T, and 
the photographs taken are listed m Appendix F It is hoped that several of 
these can ultimately be leproduced m the Annual of the Director Geneial, for 
which a more detailed statement of the work earned out so fai must be 
leserved

Notes on places visited by the Assistant Superintendent. 

BENGAL. 

BANKURA DISTRICT. 

Vishniipiir. — I visited Vishnupur in order to familiarize myself with the 
monuments at this important centre and also to select a site for erecting a 
new cook-house neai the temple of Madan GopaL Some of tiie repairs 
recommended by Mr Blakiston have already been completed while otheis 
are m course of execution On the whole the monuments are in a fair 
condition and require only a few repairs and some supervision to keep them 
so I have diawn up a conservation note which is ip the piess and will be 
submitted to Government m due course The erection of the new cook-house 
pioposed for the Madan Gopal Temple just mentioned requires a word of 
explanation. This temple was brought undei the operations of the Ancient 
Monuments Act in June, 1913, and in July Mr. Blakiston advised the 
discontinuance of cooking in the verandali of the mam temple. The Pubhc 
Works Department authorities failing to put a stop to this practice sought the 
assistance of the local Deputy Magistrate This officer, howevei, decided 
that as the practice had been in vogue for the last forty yeais it could not be 
interfeied with now, and suggested that a new cook-house be erected if 
cooking in the mam temple were to be stopped. It is not my piovince to 
criticise the deOision of the local civil officer so far as its legal aspect is 
doneerned j but such a decision, in my humble opinion, very much curtails 
the powers of Government in the matter of reclaiming ancient monuments 
from such misuse or wrong use to which they may have been subjected before 
they weie declaied piotected under the Act And if the same arguments be 
adduced m every case it would be impossible to administer the Act in regard 
to the majority of the ancient monuments in this Circle — foi it is only seldom 
chat one meets with a monument of the past which has not been put to some 
use inconsistent with its ouginal character and that such use is not of 
consideiable duration In this connexion, it is interesting to note that many 
buildings in the Lahore and Delhi forts which were in the use of the military 
authorities ever since the forts came into British hands, have been made ovei 
to the Archaeological Depaitment in the Noithern Circle, while even in this 
Circle many such edifices m the Central Provinces and in Bihai have been simi- 
larly treated As all the temples at Vishnupur wheievei Bhog was offeied to 
the idol weie provided with a sepaiate and detached cook-house, and as it was 
admitted by the headman of the quaiter of the town in which the temple is 
situated, on the occasion of my visit, that cooking m the mam temple was not 
consistent with oitliodox custom, the asseition on the pait of the local 
of a light to cook in the verandah and thus cause disfigurement of a national 
monument is deploiable On the advice of the Supeimtendent I have 
addressed the Government of Bengal in this matter lequestmg such action as 
may be necessaiy to prevent the application of similar arguments in the case 
of othei monuments in the Presidency. 


BIHAR AND ORISSA. 

SHAHABAD DISTRICT, 

Ghainptll*. — The most important monument at Ghainpur is the mausoleum 
in which he the eaithly lemains of Bakhtiyar Khan who though unknown to 
histoiy appeals from the magnificence of his tomb to have been a man of 
consequence in that locality*. This monument is of considerable interest to the 
Archaeologist inasmuch as it resembles in appeal ance and style generally the 


There la a tradition that iua eon married to the daughter of the Empeior Sher Shah. 
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well-lcnown tomb o£ Hasan Sur Shah at Sassaram and appears to be of the 
same date The repairs which weie started here in 1914 have now been com- 
pleted and the woik speaks well o£ the care and supervision bestowed on it 
by the Public Works Depaitment The appointment of a watchman who 
would be always present at the tomb will prevent datnage to the monument, 
and will help to keep the compound clean and tidy. 

PURI DISTRICT. 

Bhuvanesvar. — To the student of Indian Archaeology, the splendid group 
of temples at Bhu vanes vai is too well-known to requiie any description 
heie. As examples of a distinct style of architecture which pi evaded in 
this part of the country fiom the 7th to the 11th century. A I) , without 
apparently having been influenced from outside, these temples affoid a unique 
opportunity for the study of the evolution of Indian Art during this period 
and then importance in this lespect can haidly be exaggerated Then 
unique position among the ancient monuments of India more than justifies the 
attention they have hitheito leceived and aie to receive m futuie fiom Govern- 
ment in the mattei of then lepaiis and up-keep I visited Bhu vanes vai 
between the 20th and 26th March in oider to examine on the spot an esti- 
mate foi repaii s to the temples at that place framed on the recommendations 
of Mr. Blakiston {vide his conseivation note, dated 12th November 1913) and 
to lepoit as to the advisability oi otheiwise of bringing under the operation 
of the Ancient Monuments Act ceitam of the privately-owned temples 
at Bhuvanesvai The estimate has been returned to the Superintending 
Engmeei, Oiissa Ciiclo for revision in the light of the lemarks made by 
me on the body of the estimate aftei my inspection of the monuments A 
sum of Rs 3,369 has been sanctioned foi expenditme during the cuiient 
financial year foi lepaiis to the monuments at Bhuvanesvar and the Superin- 
tending Engineer has been advised to utilize tins sum for the necessary 
lepaiis to those monuments in the first instance which are already protected 
and in the custody of Government. On my return from Bhuvanesvar the 
question of declaring some moie of the monuments at that place as ])rotected 
under Government was discussed with the Supeiintendent, who has now 
recommended the declaiatioii oC ten more temples of which eight are still m 
daily religious use 

With legaid to these temples, it appears to me to be a matter of iiigent 
necessity that definite rules should be framed, and a copy of these set up in 
each one of the piotected temples, legauling then accessibility foi pm poses 
of inspection and study At piesent the practice that prevails is far from 
satisfactory I was informed that Public Works Depaitment officers enter 
into the sanctums with then shoes on and the Public Works Depaitment 
Cliowladai locks the doois to the inconvenience of local votaries This 
offends the people and the intention of Government m the matter of protect- 
ing monuments IS to a very great extent misundei stood Such misundei- 
staiiding IS very pie]iidical to the proper up-keep of the monuments and 
appears to have so far resulted m this that in lestoiing some of the privately- 
tiwned temples the local people have not only not sought the advice of the 
Archtenlogical Depaitment but have been very touchy when any advice was 
voluntarily offered 

Speaking generally the local pujans are too poor to maintain the temples 
owned by them and these being the sole source o(! then income they aie not 
in favour of making them over to Government for the purpose of consei va- 
tion , because they undeistand that such an action on their part means total 
stoppage of all worship As Bhuvanesvai is visited by Hindu pilgrims fiom 
all over India, it is advisable that early steps be taken to explain the real 
intentions of Goveinment in piotecting and preserving these monuments 

I had a talk with one of the members of the Lingaia] Temple Committee 
and also with the Oollectoi of Pun on the subject of framing rules for the 
visiting of these temples and 1 think it would not be difficult, if a judicious 
move 18 made, to secure accessibility of non-Hindu students and visitois 
inside the compound of the temples where woiship is even now going on But 
as an assurance that Goveinment does not intend any sacrilege to the objects 
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of woi ship it will, in my opinion, also be neoessaiy to lay down in the lules 
that non-Hindus will not be allowed to enter into the sanctums I also think 
that if the Temple Committee be moved to exert itself, the compound of the 
Lingara] may be made accessible to non-Hindu students and visitors (at least 
at certain periods during the day when Bhog is not being offered), provided 
they take off then shoes. 

Some such action at the present moment is necossaiy to prevent any 
misundei standing of the Government intention on the pait of the people 
and also to guard against the rum to which these temples in the absence of 
Government supervision and up-keep ai e suie to be exposed Some of the 
temples which are now abandoned aie being used as quairies and the carved 
stones, some of them of value and interest, ai e being utilised foi seculai 
purposes m the houses of the Pandas 

I am not sure if it would not be possible to arrange that the local pujam 
be made a Chaukidar of the monument and be lesponsible foi preventing any 
damage to and disfigurement of the temple undei his charge If the local 
pujans be induced to enter into an agreement with Goveiitrnent for the above 
purpose, I consider this arrangement to be the most satisfactory (theie should 
be provision in the agreement to prevent the Panda from being lax in his 
duties A small payment per month will peihaps also be necessaiy) 

Whether oi not the Temple Committee succeed in ai ranging for the 
admittance of non-Hindu students and visitois in the^ compound of the 
Lingara-i at certain houis of the day, I think the Lmgaraj group should be 
treated as a special case and the conservation of some of the temples which 
are badly m need of lepair, should be taken up by Government, if that couise 
does not give use to any suspicion in the minds of the local people and to 
consaquent misuudarstandmg and possible tiouble. Some of the figure- 
iculffetas adorning the niches of the Lingara] temple on the outside, have 
been repaiied This work is so ciude and ugly that it detracts very much 
fronq. the value of.the sculptural decorations, and if this practice be allowed 
to continue it would not be long befoie the whole monument is disfigured by 
such modem alteiations and be divested of all the mteiest and value which 
attaches to it from an architectural and artistic point of view. 

The pujaris here tiy to imitate the custom which pie vails m the temple 
of Jagannath at Pun, though it is admitted that all of this is neithei ]ustifiable 
nor reasonable because whereas the temple of Jagannath is a Vaishnava shrine, 
that of the Lmgara] is Saiva. I have prepared an inspection note to the 
above effect which is now in the press and will be foi warded to Government 
in due course 

Khandagiri.—I visited I he Khandagiri and Hdayagiii caves on the 24th 
March 1917 and prepared an inspection note lecommending an increased 
amount of attention to the ])ioper up-keep of the caves which is now in press 
and will be submitted to Government duly Since my visit Mr E. D Banerji 
of the Archaeological Section, Indian Museum, who went to prepare estamp- 
ages of the Hathigumpha inscription of Khaiavela for the Government 
of Bihai and Orissa, leports to have noticed water trickling through a few 
holes in the junction between the lock and the stone-shed erected in 1903 
on the lecommendation of the late Dr. T Bloch. As the inscription 
IS of exceptional interest and importance, it is a matter of urgent 
necessity that steps be taken to pievent the slightest damage to such a 
pi iceless monument, and I have accordingly written to the Supermtendmg 
Engineer, Orissa Cncle, to have the place examined by a competent man and 
to send to me at an caily date, the pioposals for the repaiis that are needed * 

Purl. — The Great Temple of Jagannath is in good condition. Some 
yeais ago the sculptures which decorated the exteiior of the mam shrine 
were coated with plaster which hau resulted m making the work look 
shockingly bad 

Owing to the sacredness which attaches to this temple and the hitherto 
uncompromising attitude of the devotees any interference on the part of 
Government m this matter is out of the quesHon , but the woik as it now

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stands is a reproach to the artistic sense of the community and it is up to 
them to take early steps to remove it 

THE SANTAL PARQANAS DISTRICT. 

REjmahal — San^i-dalanw — The Sangi-dalan (marble pavilion) is a small 
building consisting of a row of three moderate sized ap^itments with a low 
ten ace m front situated at ihe very edge of the right bank of the Ganges to 
the west of tbe cemetery and the kutchery A few beams which project 
from the building on the river-side have been supposed by tbe author of the 
District Gazetteer of the Santa! Paiganas to indicate “ the existence of 
underground rooms ” (page 274). They appear to me, howevei, to be the 
remnants of a projecting balcony — a feature more m conformity with the 
nature of the structure which, if my identification is not wholly incorrect, is 
noticed by Montgomery Martin at page 76 of his “ Eastern India,” Volume II, 
as forming part of the large palace complex described under the name of 
Sangi-d^an, and where according to him “ the prince and his ladies are said 
to have sat while enjoying fresh an that blows from the water” The most 
important portion of the building is the central hall which has an aiched roof 
suppoited on six pillars of black marble from which the name of the edifice 
IS derived The upper portions of the arched openings have the appeal ance 
of wood work, a characteiistic which is met with not infrequently in 
structures of this period 

The building is said to have been erected by Man Singh (Akbar’s 
Viceroy m Bengal m the last quarter of the 16th century) according 
to the author of the District Gazetteer while in the Eist of Ancient 
Monuments in Bengal (1895) it is asoiibed to “ Shah Sliuja, second son of 
Shah Jahan ”, the information being most probably deiived fiom Montgomery 
Martin’s book above referied to 

It IS now a protected monument under Act VII of 1904 , but still in the 
possession and custody of the East Indian Kailway Company, who have 
been exempted by the Government of Bihai and Orissa from entering into the 
customary agreement on the undertaking to execute the necessary repairs to 
the building on the advice of this Department. I visited Rajmahal at the 
lequest of the Railway Engineer on the 29 bh March 1917, and diew up a 
conservation note in which I have recommended a few small repairs, all that 
the building now requires — it being otherwise in good condition
